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Continuation of Item No. 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments will not be entered because they 
raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search, they appear to raise the 
issue of new matter, and they are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by 
materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. The Examiner notes that though the 
amendments withdraw the "by weight" limitation, the claims are still unclear with respect to the 
"concentration" amounts and even more so now given that all of the concentrations have been 
changed from a "sealant material" basis (i.e. entire sealant material composition) to a "sealant" 
or resin basis which does not appear to be supported by the original disclosure. 
Continuation of Item No. 11. NOTE: The Applicant's arguments filed 2/27/07 have been 
considered but are not persuasive considering they are directed to the proposed amendments that 
have not been entered for the above recited reasons. The Examiner would like to clarify that the 
term "sealant material" was not objected to in the prior office action and that only the mineral 
filler and hydrocarbon resin percentages were described in the specification with respect to the 
sealant or resin, not the "sealant material". The Examiner again notes that "concentration" refers 
to the amount of a specific substance in a unit amount of another substance and that the instantly 
claims fail to include the basis or amount of the other substance in order for one having ordinary 
skill in the art to be reasonably apprised of the scope of the claimed invention so as to understand 
how to avoid infringement. The Applicant's arguments with respect to Knight et al have been 
considered but are not persuasive particularly considering there is no clear definition of the term 
"inert mineral filler" to differentiate it from the slip aid taught by Knight et al which based on the 
supporting documents may obviously be calcium carbonate. It is also noted that there is no clear 
basis for the calculation of the inert mineral filler and hence how can it be said that the amounts 
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do not read upon each other if the calculations are unclear? In the instant case, there is not only 
an issue as to whether the percents are weight percents, volume percents, etc. but also an issue as 
to whether the percents are based on 100% of the total composition, 100 percent of the resins or 
polymers only, etc. Therefore, the Examiner maintains her position that the instant invention 
would have been obvious over the teachings of Knight.
